SALISBURY TOO SLOW FOR BLAINE. 


Th» American Statesman Impelled to 


Spur Up the Deliberate Britisher—The 
Coneipondence TUat Finally ted to 
the Action In the British Parliament 
—The Flan Proposed by Elaine for a 
Modul Vivendi Fending Arbitration, 
and Which the British Premier Han 
Accepted. 
WASHINGTON Crnr, June a—The state 


department has made public the recent 
correspondence on the Behring sea fishery 
question. The first communication is 
from Secretary Blaine to Sir Julian 
Pauncefoto. It Is dated May 4,1891, and 
tari: "During the month of March last, 
stew days after the adjournment of con- 
gress, acting under the Instructions of the 
president. I proposed to you that a modus 
Vivendi be agreed upon touching the seal 
fisheries, pending the result of arbitration 
of the question at issue between the two 
governments. The president's first pro- 
posal, which I submitted to you. was that 
no Canadian sealer should be allowed to 
come within a certain number of miles of 
the Pribyloff islands. It was, however, 
the conclusion of the president, after read- 
ing Lord Salisbury's dispatch of Feb. 21, 
that this modus Vivendi might possibly 
provoke conflict in the Behring sea, and 
to avoid that result he instructed me to 
propose that sealing, both on land and 
se&, should be suspended during the pro- 
gress of arbitration, or during the season 
of 1891. On both occasions it was a con- 
versational exchange of views, the first 
In my office at the state department, the 
second at my residence." 


A Complaint of Delay. 


Mr. Blaine then says that it was the 


president's desire to receive a reply, that 
he hoped would be favorable, before he 
left this city on his western trip, but he 
was disappointed, although a month had 
passed since the proposal was made. Un- 
der these circumstances Lord Salisbury's 
silence was construed to mean that the 
proposal was not satisfactory, and as the 
season was advancing, and Canadian seal- 
ers were preparing in large numbers to 
enter Behring sea, the president gave or- 
ders that the lessees of the seal fisheries be 
permitted to take the maximum number 
of seals this season—600,000—subject to the 
discretion of the government agent at the 
islands to limit the number as he saw fit. 


April 33 Pauneefote notified Blaine that 


Salisbury was ready to agree that sealing 
should be suspended. 
This was tele- 


graphed to the "president then in the west, 
and" he replied expressing Ms satisfaction, 
but instructing Blaine to Inform Paunee- 
fote that some seals would have to be 
killed under the United States contract 
with the lessees, who otherwise would be 
put under great hardships, in consequence 
of the terms of that contract, which im- 
posed certain conditions on said lessees 
which were both costly and difficult to 
perform. 


Panneefote I» Somewhat Doubtful 


The secretary tells Pauneefote that "you 


will remember that when I communicated 
this proposition from the president to you, 
on the evening of Monday, April 27, you 
did not agree with the president's sug 
gestion. On the Toontrary, you expressed 
yourself as confident that Salisbury would 
not accept it; that in your judgment the 
killing of seals must be cut off absolutely 
on the land and in the water, and that it 
could not be stopped on either unless 
stopped on both. * * * The president 
refuses to believe that Lord Salisbury can 
possibly maintain the position you have 
taken when his lordship is placed in full 


hundred (7,500) to be killed by the com- 
pany to repay them for the outlay de- 
manded for the support of the 300 people 
on the Pribyloff islands. He further di 
rects that no females be killed, and that 
thus the productive capacity of the herd 
shall not in the slightest degree be im 
paired. The American Guarantees. 


"This point being fixed and agreed to, 


the proposed arrangement between the 
two countries would be as follows: The 
government of the United States limits 
the number of seals to be killed on the isl- 
ands, for purposes just described, to 7,500. 
The government of the United States, 
guarantees that no seals shall be killed in 
the open waters of the Behring sea by an> 
person on any vessel sailing under th«. 
American flag, or by any American citi- 
zen sailing under any other flag. 


John Bull's Half of the "Modus." 


"The government of Great Britain guar- 


antees that no seals shall be killed in the 
open waters of the Behring sea by any per 
son on any vessel sailing under the British 
flag, and that no British subject shall en 
gage in killing seals for the time agreed 
upon on any vessel sailing under any other 
flag These prohibitions shall continue 
until the 1st day of May, 1893, within 
which time the arbitiators shall render 
final award or awards to bath govern 
meats." 


Pauncefote's Reply to Blaine. 


Under date of May 7, Minister Paunee- 


fote replies, acknowledging receipt oJ 
Elaine's communication, and announcing 
that ho has forwarded the same to Salis- 
bury, telegraphing the exact terms of the 
proposal by cable. He i egrets that mis 
conception has arisen regarding the delay 
complained of, and reminds Blaine that 
when the inters lews referred to by him 
were held, he (Pauneefote) expressed re- 
luctance at sending any further proposals 
while Salisbury's dispatch of Feb. 21 re- 
mained unanswered, and hoped that the 
new proposals would accompany a reply 
to that dispatch. He understood Blaine 
to assent and agree to "proceed in that or. 
der." He (Pauneefote) does not remember 
that the president's name was men 
tioned in these interviews, and would cer- 
tainly have at once telegraphed the pro- 
posals if he had so understood the presi- 
dent's desires.

at first sight it caused mm some embar- 
rassment. "It certainly appeared to me 
open to exception as detracting from the 
principle of equality which was a feature 
of the "original proposal. But I was more 
concernedatyour stating that it never waa 
the intention of the president or of your- 
self that the "modus vivendi' should be 
put in force until the terms of arbitration 
had been settled. * * * I notice with 
satisfaction that no such 
condition is 


affixed to your present proposal, although 
the reservation as to the killing of a 
limited number of seals on the islands is 
maintained." 


Hurrying Up the Britishers. 


Pauneefote closes with the hope that this 


explanation may remove the impression 
of delay of which Blaine complains, and 
the next chapters of the correspondence 
are notes from Acting Secretary Adee 
dated May 20 and 28, both l>y direction of 
the president urging the British govern 
ment to act promptly on the new pro- 
posals, because the season was rapidly ad- 
vancing and prompt action was a very 
needful thing, and that Cai»lian sealers 
were taking advantage of the delay, and 
there was danger that the object of the 
modus vivendi would be defeated if Salis- 
bury did not soon accept the plan. 


A Spur to British Action. 


Adee in his last note says that the presi 


dent hopes that a reply will soon be re- 
ceived, "but he can no longejr hold back, 
in furtherance of a vague hope, to the det- 
riment of the legitimate Interests of the 
government and citizens of the United 
States. I am therefore directed by the 
president to inform you that orders hava 
been given to the revenue steamer 'Bush' 
to proceed to the sealing islands. Another 
steamer, the 'Corwin' is at San Francisco, 
nearly ready to sail, and will very shortly 
put to sea. 
Should an agreement be 


reached before her departure, appropriate 
orders may still be sent by her to the isl- 
ands. I mention this in order that you 
may comprehend how fully this govern- 
ment desires to effect an arrangement for 
this season, and that you may realize how 
each day's delay lessens the ability of her 
majesty's government to effectively co-op- 
erate with regard to British subjects, and 
tends to destroy the practical utility of an 
agreement to limit the seal catch." 


TROUBLE IN THE CHURCH. 


A Ifew York Minister Insist* on Holding 


Service. 


POUGHKEEFSIE, X. Y-, June 3.—The 


Baptist church at Madalm was opened 
Monday for the first time in four or five 
weeks. It had been closed under peculiai 
circumstances. The Rev. J. H. Boyce had 
been dismisbed by the trustees, but he de 
clared that the dismissal was illegal and 
Insisted on holding service. 
Upon at- 


tempting to conduct religious exercises, 
as customary, on a Sunday about a month 
ago, the Bible was knocked from his 
hand, he was dragged from his pulpit 
amid the greatest excitement, and thi 
house of worship was locked against 
him. The doors were unbarred Sunday 
morning and a new minister, the Rev. 
Mr. Wood, preached. The evicted postoi 
occupied a seat in the body of the hou»» 
and quietly heard the sermon. 


Were Expecting Trouble. 


It became noised about during the after 


noon that the Rev. Mr. Boyce would un 
dertake to assert in the evening what he 
considered liis rights. The congregation 
at night was very large, and a crowd ol 
people was gathered on the outside. The 
Rev. Mr. Wood occupied the pulpit, and 
some of the determined trustees stood in 
the main aisles to obstruct Dr. Boyce's 
passage to it 
Mr. Boyce appeared and 


the trustees sent for nn officer. Seeing 
that the aisle was blocked Mr. Boyce en- 
tered the fourth or fifth pew from the pul 
pit 
That movement threw the trustees 


off their guard. Waiting until the trus 
tees had their heads turned the Rev. Mr. 
Bojtemade aiushfor the pulpit. He it 
nn athlete and leaped over the pew s in 
front of him with remarkable agility. 
Reaching the desk he stood by the side ot 
the Rev Mr. Wood, ga\e out a hymn, and 
started it himself. 


So Authority to Arrest Him.

ishment Mr Wood interrupted Mr. Boyct 
with a prayer.

"If the lessees are not to be allowed pay- 


ment in any form for the amount neces- 
sary to support these 300 people on the isl- 
ands, they will naturally decline to ex- 
pend it. No appropriation of money has 
been made by congress for the purpose. 
and the president cannot leave these wor- 
thy and innocent people to the hazard of 
starvation, even to secure any form of 
agreement with Lord Salisbury touching 
seal life. Seal life may be valuable, but 
the first duty of the^govemment of the 
United States in this matter is to protect 
human life.

Lord Salis- 
bury, as I had the honor to state to you 
verbally, is using the utmost expedition, 
but the lateness of the proposal and the 
conditions attached to it have given rise to 
grave difficulties as to which his lordship 
has necessarily been in communication 
with the Canadian government.

THE BILL IN THE COMMONS. 


It Goes to Second Beading—Scheme ol 


the Canadian Sealers. 


LONDON, June 2.—In the house of com- 


mons yesterday Smith moved the second 
reading of the bill for the closing of Beh- 
ring sea.

The 
bill will pass, as both great parties favor it. 


Will Sail Under Foreign Flags. 


J£A dispatch from Vancouver says that 
parties interested in the Behring sea fish- 
eries are known to be getting ready to sail 
under tho German or Italian flags iu the 
event of a close time arrangement between 
Britain and the United States. The seal- 
ers had made ready for a grand harvest 
this season, and do not feel like being 
balked, whatever the two nations may 
agree upon.

Foster lay upon 
arms entwined they had lain down to 
die after taking the deadly potion, but the 
girl in her agony had fallen to the floor.

With her lost breath 
she pronounced his name. 


Mystery About the Case. 


Owing to the social chasm between her 


and her lover the supposition was that her 
parents had forbidden their union and 
that this incited the resolve to die- to- 
gether. This theory, however, was set 
asidfe by the firm declaration of the parents 
that they interposed no obstacles after 
being convinced that the young couple 
were firm in their attachment. 
This de- 


claration on their port shrouds the deed 
in deepest mystery. That it hod been long 
contemplated was affirmed by the girl as 
she lay dying. She told her parents that 
she hod the strychnine in her possession 
for weeks, intending to use it to kill her- 
self, but nothing could urge her to tell the 
reason, and the secret of the suicides died 
with them. Ada Townsend was tlie bella 
of the county and the idol of her home, 
and the feeling with which the people of 
the neighborhood learned of the tragedy 
amounted to awe. Young Foster belonged 
to a respectable family, but was obliged 
to work for himself. He was a stalwart 
young man, and is said to hnvc been irre- 
proachable in his habits. 
Both were of 


cheerful disposition 
and 
of 
practical 


minds. What impelled them to the ter- 
rible deed of self-destruction is a mystery 
that will probably remain unsolved for- 
ever. 


Bardsley Much Better. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—Ex-City Treas- 


urer Bardsley has steadily improved in 
his physical condition since his confine- 
ment in Moyamensing. prison Tuesday 
morning he was so much better that he 
spent much of his time in pacing np and 
down his cell in the hospital ward.
